this Protector was bound as ſtrongly by Oathes and Engagements 
from uſurping the power he claims, as he can be from che bhigbeſt

knows what his Sucteſſor way be ? he may at his pleaſure make his 
little finger heavier chen the Kings loyns , and double and creble all 
kindes of Oppreſſions: And we muſt expect that he will begia with 
our Purſes,ro rake out riches enough to make his family and ki 
in the eſtate and pomp of Princes, as this preſent ProteRtor doth : 
and we mutt ſuffer in all things elſe, according to the kinde of his luſt 
But that which readers us ſtill more miſecable , is, the deſperate 
mez0s by which he harh gained theſe powers of Tyranny which be 
challengeth; that is, He hath forcibly ſubdued and broken all the vi- 
ſible Powers of juſt Government: He broke in pieces the Parliament 
that intruſted him with his Command, & gave him his Commiſion, 
under a falſe pretence chat they would ba ve ſate for ever; whereas 
they were at that inſtant paſſing an Act for diſſolving themſel ves and 
ſetling ſucceſſive Pa tliamentezand he broke them in haſte, to prevent 
the paſſing that Act, which had otherwiſe paſſed within an hour. 
And when he had ſuffered the People to chuſe their Truſtees for the 
preſent Parliament, whereby there was lome hopes of ing to 
Order and juſt Government again, He hath broken them, and ſent 
away and kept out all ſuch as he cannot by tertour ot otherwiſe 
make ſubject unto himfelf, to ſerve his ends. | 
This then is our fad Caſe: There is no viſihle face of juſt Goyera- 
ment in being, according to the Laws of God or man; the power 
that this Protector hath aſſumed to himſelf, having foundation in 
neither 2 for he hath no Commiſſion or immediate deſigua tion from 
God to this Power; nor can be deriye it from any Contract made 
with the people, for that can onely be done by a truly free Parliament. 
Neither can he claim it by Conqueſt: for he never conquered the Par- 
liaments party, that have always joyned with the Army; and they 
ate all ſhaxers with him at leaſt in the conquering the King's party. 
In truth. he was onely.trufted. by the Parliament with a Command; 
for which they paid him well, and were good Maſtets 20 him and
